Baptist Mission in India.—Concluded. 


The following extract of a letter from Dr. 
Marshman, dated the 7th of February, 1813, 
concludes this number of the Periodical Ac- 
counts : ; 

‘«‘ Brother Lawson makes great progress in 

the language, and is a man of an excellent spi- 
rit. He is engaged in cutting a fount of Chi- 
nese types for a dictionary of the language, 
&c. The word of the Lord seems evidently 
to grow and multiply among us. Nearly 
seventy have been added in the past year to 
the church at Serampore and Calcutta ; and 
the spirit which seems to pervade them is pe- 
culiarly pleasing. Almost all the brethren at 
Calcutta are endeavouring, in one way or 
other, to recommend the Gospel to those 
aroundthem. ‘This I esteem a precious token 
for good. ‘The native brethren at Serampore, 
too, ure much stirred up to seek the salvation 
oftheir countrymen. Nearly every one, ca- 
pable of speaking, ic ont on 2 Lard’s day in 
the neighbouring towns and villages. ‘This 
spirit, you may be certain, we encourage te 
the utmost. Indeed, the word is spread over 
such an extent of country, that I sometimes 
stand still and admire the hand of God there- 
in. Nearly 500 have been baptized in these 
twelve years, and they are spread over an ex- 
tent of more than 1000 miles in length. The 
extension, during the past year, amidst all our 
afflictions, has been greater than in any torm- 
er year. Four new stations have been occu- 
pied, and promise to be effective, of which we 
had seareely any idea at the beginning of the 
year ; namely, Patna, Columbo, Chittagong, 
and Bombay. 

At Patna, Thompson is labouring, of whose 
spirit you can form some idea from his jour- 
nals. At Columbo, brether Chater has found 
an abundant entrance forthe word. Thad an 
afiectionate letter from him about a fortnight 
ago. He and sister Chater seem quite happy 
in their work, which rejoices us. “At Chitta-

We are much concemed to perceive, in the 
pamphlet before us, symptoms of a disposition 
on the part of our lodien Government and its 
servants to harass the Mise eaies, and inter- 
rupt their labours. We trast, however, that 
as soon as the mind of the British Parliament 
on this subject shall be Known in India, a 
different tone will be given to the proceedings 
of the public functionaries. Weare disposed, 
also, to hope for much from the known liber- 
ality of Earl Moira, the present Governor- 
General, and from his narked desire to pro- 
mote the diffusion of the Scriptures and of 
general knowledge, as it has been evinced by 
the cordial support he was accustomed to 
yield to all institutions formed for that object. 

Lord Minto commenced his government in 
India by interdicting the public preaching of 
the Missionaries (an interdiction which after 
a time was relaxed :) he has closed it bya 
proceeding still more arbitrary and vexatious, 

The following extract of a letter from Dr. 
Carey, dated March 25, 1813, will explain 
iis nature. 

“ [sit down to write with a mind so dis- 
turbed with different kinds of feelings, that I 
scarcely know how to express them. Last 
year we had to mourn over a most heavy ca- 
lamity by fire, which we suffered in this 
month. ‘This year we had set apart a time at 
the expiration of twelve months to review the 
dealings of God with us since that calamitous 
event ; when the very day before our meeting, 
we received letters from Government, order- 
ing our brethren Robinson, Johns, and Law- 
son home to England, I can assign no rea- 
son for this measure: certainly nothing on the 
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eed of our brethren, has been, or can be, al- 
led ged by them as a reason. Indeed the sweep- 
ing clause of the Charter, which requires all 
Europeans not it the service of the King 6? 


. Company to be sent to England, is the alleg- 


ed reason. It is an itmperious dety ofall who 
love the Lord Jesus, to labour in all proper 
ways withthe Legislature to obtain leave for 
Missionaries to settle in India, and to travel 
from place to place, or to settle in any of the 
provinces, without control, unless they are 
guilty of civil crimes or misdemeanors.” 

It appears that on the arrival ef Messrs. 
Johns and Lawson, who had gone out by 
way of America, previous application to the 
Government having been made ontheir be- 
half, they were allowed to continue in the 
country till the will of the Directors should be 
known ; and on the ground of this allowance, 
Mr. Johns was appointed, by the Governor; 
General in Council, Acting Surgeon of Se- 
rampore, and Mr. Lawson was permitted to 
reside at the Mission-house, where he assisted 
in the improvement of the Chinese types. 

In January last, letters passed between the 
Public Secretary and Dr. Marshman, the re- 
sult OF winch Was wu whitowtedgront an the 
part of the latter, that the Missionaries came 
out without leave of the Directors. 

On the 12th of March the Missionaries re- 
ceived a communication from the Public Se- 
cretary, in the name of the Right Honourable 
the Governor-General in Council, containing 
a letter to Dr. Marshman, requesting him to 
inform Messrs. Johns, Lawson, and Robin- 
son, that they were ordered to return to Eu- 
rope by the fleet then under despatch, and a 
letter addressed by the Public ‘Secretary to 
each of them, to the same purport. ‘This was 
succeeded the same day by an order from the 
Police Magistrate at Calcutta, to each of them, 
requiring them to appear before him the next 
day. This Mr. Lawson did, accompanied by 
Dr. Marshman ; when the Magistrate insist- 
edon Mr. Lawson’s signing an engagement 
positively to embark on board one of the two 
ships then under despatch.

Jt was but 
fora little that Christ had withdrawn his sup- 
porting presence from him, and he found his

Gen. Jackson has is acd a prociam- 
ation to the free coloured inhabitants of Louis- 
lana, calling upon them to enlist into the ser- 
vice ofthe U. States. They are to receive the 
same bounty, lands, pay, rations, & clothing, 
which by law are allowed to white troops en.

companies, battalions, or regiments, under 
white commissioned, and colour ed non-com- 
missioned officers.

Dec. 16.—“< By the last express, the enemy 
between here and Mobile are said to br ive, at 
least, 50 vessels around the small Islands that 
lie outside of the pass. Five of our gunboats 
arecertainly lost, viz. four taken and one blown 
up. ‘Theaction lasted one hour and thirty min- 
utes. It is said we sunk 26 ‘of the enemy's 
launches and barges. ‘The enemy have taken 
the fort at Petit Ko Kete, which commanded the 
entrance in Pontchartrain, 25 miies from the 
city. They have twenty sailin the mouth of the 
river. I yet hope we will beable to give a good 
account ofthem, Gen, Jackson is ruch on the 
alert. ‘The ‘Tennesseeans have not yet arrived. 

« he citizens are all under arms, a mixed 
multitude I assure you, yet I believe with good 
management they will fight. _S’ould we have 
no internal broil, I think ¢ he country may be 
saved; but there is every reasen to fear some- 
thing of the kind. Weare forming a company 
of Kentuckians on the Levee, who I] hope wiil

NASHVILLE, Jan. 3.

Dec. 23. 

An express arrived an hour ago stating that: 
the enemy bad landed from Lal ke Brigne ‘ 
about 1000 men, and. that they had reached 
Vileris’s plantation, whichis cnly seven miles 
below here—our men are gone to meet tim, 
and we expect a good acces it froma tiem—a 
fight will probabiy take place to night, andas 
the company I belong to is s tationed at govern. 
ment house —I may be able to give you fur- 
ther particulars before the mail eloses— About 
50090 of the up country froenaere with us, and 
We ave far from despairing. 


24th 6 A.M. Iti is now pretty well ascer- 
tained that instead of 1,000 there were 5,000 
ofthe enemy landed—our men engaged, drove 
them back a mile and now occupy the buttle 
eround-—In halfan hour they will probably 
be fighting again, and (his day must decide the 
fate of our ci ty. 





Lexington, (Ky.) Jan.13. 

By the Southern mail which arrived in this 
town on the 11th inst. letters were received, 
bearing date as late as the Qdth ult, from Or- 
leans. They inform that the British had land- 
ed from Lake Boitene about SO00 men, that 
they had reached Villeris’ plantation, about 7 
miles belew New- Orleans, end that en the 
Q3d an action was fought between the armies 
uttder Gen. Jackson and the enemy, that the 
British were repulsed about one m ile. and on 

the 24th it was expected another engagement 
would take place early in the day, which 
would decide the fate of the City of New-Or- 
leans. About 5000 of the troops froma 'Tennes- 
see were with Gen Jackson. The mace 
ky troops p assed Natchez, on the 28th ult 
The proba! yitity is that they will arrive too 
late to aid Ger. Jackson in the decisive battle, 
"Theprecise force of the enemy was notknown; 
bat was supposed to be 8000 strong by some. 
by others stronger, under the command of 
Gen. Kean. Gen, Jackstn, it is said, thinks 
the City safe. The enemy suceceded in con- 
quering the American gun boats m the 
bav of St. Louis. atier an obstinate resistance 
of tWwo hours. We have no doubt but Gen. 
Jackson and his army will do (heir duty. We 
Wait with great anxiety to hear the result of 
ge expected engagement. 





Besides the above account of the situation 
of Orleans and operations there, which we 
have for the most part taken from.extracts of 
letters published in an Extra Kentucky Gaz- 
ette, we have perused a letter from the Post 
Master i in that City, dated ‘ 2Ath ult. The ta. 
ter is entirely silent on the subject ofa battle 
being fought on the 23d. A large foree had 
landed at ‘Pearl river about 40 miles below, 
a considerable portion of which were black 
troops and Endians, for the purpose of reeruit- 
ing themselves. Every class and deseription 
of persons in New Orleans, were undpimous- 
ly determined to beat the enemy. We may 
expect to hear of a very decisive contest. in a 
fe “4 days from that place. We entertain a 
strong ho e that Gen. Jackson will not only 
mantain his ground, but defeat the enemy.
